Paper Made From House Flies 


House Pest Now Used For Manufac- 
ture Of Super-Fine Paper 
That pest, the common house fly, 
has been turned to good usage—the 

manufacture of paper. 

The Paper Foundation, planning 
its exhibit for the 1934 world’s fair 
at Chicago, announced it would dis- 
play for the first time a paper 
which claims the wings and legs, of 
flies as one of its principal ingredi- 
ents. 

William J. Miskilla, president of 
the foundation, said it takes about 
10,000- flies for the manufacture of 
every pound of the new paper. 

“We have found,” he said, “that 
the wings and legs of flies, if mixed 
with the pulp of super-fine paper, 
give the finished products a peculiar 
and handsome watermark pattern 
that it is impossible to duplicate in 
any other way. 

“We will probably have to look to 
Europe for our flies, for health

Princess Junho, sister of the 
Emperor of Manchukuo, with 
her husband T. K. Cheng, were 
passengers aboard the Duchess of 
Richmond recently.
